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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  submits  the  following  reports  of  their  office, 
committees,  and  departments  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  2002. 

This  past  year  has  been  challenging.  State  revenues  dropped  significantly,  state  grants 
became  more  competitive,  our  escalating  growth  strained  Town  services,  several 
departments  voted  to  unionize,  while  state  requirements  grew,  and  all  put  a new  burden 
on  Town  management.  The  use  of  volunteers  to  sustain  our  Town’s  departments  is 
coming  to  an  end.  Individuals,  due  to  time  requirements  for  licensure  and  training,  are 
unable  to  make  the  necessary  commitments.  Hence,  I believe  we  will  need  to  review  how 
our  Town  runs  to  insure  that  Town  services  do  not  diminish. 

Public  Safety 

The  terrorist  attacks  on  September  11,  2001,  and  the  Anthrax  scares  changed  our  world 
forever.  Invincibility  was  no  longer  ours.  We  needed  to  bond  together  and  turn  these 
tragedies  into  a positive  force.  Our  Fire  and  Police  Departments  met  with  federal  and 
school  officials  to  identify  and  generate  policies  and  procedures  germane  to  Rutland 
safekeeping. 

For  the  first  time  Rutland  budgeted  monies  for  the  hiring  of  full-time  Firefighter/EMTs. 
These  three  full  timers  will  act  on  the  foundation  from  which  the  Town  can  build  on  to 
insure  that  when  the  tones  go  off  there  will  be  someone  to  respond.  Rutland’s  new  Public 
Safety  Complex  is  complete.  The  three  million  dollar  facility  houses  the  fire,  police,  and 
dispatch  with  state-of-the  art  equipment.  Our  special  thanks  to  Chief  Ruchala  and  Chief 
Baril  for  all  their  hard  work  to  insure  the  project  came  to  fruition  on  time  and  on  budget. 

Education 

The  number  of  Rutland  students  over  the  past  five  years  has  grown  by  an  astonishing 
35  %.  State  reimbursement  rate  for  Rutland  school  building  has  gone  from  78%  to  63%, 
due  to  our  “wealth  factor”  to  the  State  average  which  has  increased  from  68%  to  103%. 
As  a result,  after  just  completing  our  school  building  projects  the  WRSD  committee  has 
formed  a new  Rutland  school  building  committee  to  design  and  build/modify  an 
elementary  facility  to  educate  our  children.  This  coupled  with  the  ever  increasing  need 
for  a new/renovated  high  school  complex  will  continue  to  place  a strain  on  our  tax  dollar. 

“Excess  Debt”  and  “Inequity”  became  household  words  dividing  the  region.  At  the  time 
of  this  report  the  town  of  Holden  is  suing  the  entire  district  over  funding  issues.  The  end 
is  not  in  sight. 
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General  Government 


Jim  Leger  served  his  final  year  as  Selectmen.  His  service  to  the  Town  is  greatly 
appreciated  and  the  Board  wishes  him  all  the  best. 

Nancy  Macaruso  joined  us  as  secretary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  has  proved 
invaluable,  while  Jacqueline  O’Brien,  our  Administrative  Assistant,  continued  to  keep  the 
Board  informed  and  focused  on  related  issues. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  also  thank  all  the  dedicated  people  who  served  our 
community  insure  our  quality  of  life.

Report  of  the  Rutland  Finance  Committee 

To  the  Citizens  of  Rutland, 

The  Finance  Committee  makes  recommendations  to  the  town  meeting  after  considering 
the  needs  of  the  community  and  the  financial  impact  of  all  town  meeting  articles 
presented.  This  encompasses  the  annual  operating  budget,  as  well  as  other  financial 
matters  such  as  financial  management,  financial  policy  and  financial  planning.  The 
Finance  Committee  is  charged  by  the  Town  of  Rutland  bylaws  to  review  budget  requests 
from  all  departments  as  well  as  elected  and  appointed  boards  in  order  to  present  a 
balanced  budget  to  the  town. 

Planning  for  the  Fiscal  Year  2002  was  the  first  of  perhaps  several  challenging  budget 
seasons.  Due  to  a national  economic  downturn  and  budget  difficulties  within  the  state  of 
Massachusetts,  funding  local  budgets  becomes  more  difficult  than  in  years  when  the 
economy  is  strong.  While  the  FY02  budget  saw  few  increases  over  the  FYOl  budget, 
there  were  some  notable  increases.  First,  there  was  an  approximately  $300,000.00 
increase  in  the  principal  and  interest  on  debt  line  items.  As  the  Town’s  new  buildings 
near  completion,  the  payments  for  these  projects  must  be  funded  with  this  additional  sum 
of  money.  In  addition,  the  position  of  Library  Director  received  funding  for  additional 
hours  and  the  position  of  Recreation  Director  received  funding  so  more  hours  are  paid  by 
the  town  and  fewer  through  funds  received  from  the  committee’s  revolving  accounts. 

Throughout  Fiscal  Year  2002,  the  Finance  Committee  made  several  recommendations  on 
articles  presented  to  the  town.  Most  notably  of  these  were  to  increase  funding  for  the  new 
D.P.W.  garage  by  nearly  75%  or  $660,000.00.  Money  was  also  allocated  to  convert  the 
old  library  into  much  needed  town  office  space.  In  addition,  funding  was  made  available 
to  start  the  process  of  connecting  town  buildings  with  e-mail  and  Internet  access  and  for 
the  purchase  of  D.P.W.  equipment  such  as  a new  dump  truck  and  replacement  plow 
equipment. 

During  Fiscal  Year  2002,  the  Finance  Committee  continued  with  efforts  to  plan  for  large 
capital  expenditures  needed  for  the  Wachusett  Regional  School  system.  At  the  end  of 
FYOl,  the  region  voted  to  add  a modular  addition  to  Wachusett  High  School.  This  project 
will  result  in  a 5-year  payment  in  excess  of  $200,000.00  per  year.  In  order  to 
accommodate  this  payment  without  jeopardizing  the  operating  budgets  and  without 
seeking  a debt  exclusion,  the  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  town  approved 
moving  $250,000.00  from  certified  free  cash  into  the  Town’s  Stabilization  account.  The 
sum  of  money  needed  to  make  the  first  year’s  payment  on  the  modulars  will  then  be 
voted  from  the  Stabilization  account  to  cover  the  payment.  The  Finance  Committee  plans 
to  use  the  same  method  to  pay  for  the  future  four  years  as  well.  The  Committee  will 
continue  to  look  towards  the  Stabilization  Fund  to  stabilize  the  tax  rate  as  various  school 
projects  are  approved. 

Fiscal  Year  2002  was  busy  and  successful.  The  Finance  Committee  looks  forward  to 
another  successful  year  in  FY03.

The  Town  Clerk’s  office  found  fiscal  2002  to  be  another  busy  year,  as  our 
population  (current  population  is  7,231)  continues  to  grow,  the  needs  and  services 
required  increase.  We  recorded,  maintained  and  licensed  3,851  registered  voters;  1066 
dogs;  35  deaths;  102  births;  35  marriages  and  over  222  fishing/hunting/sporting  licenses. 
We  continue  to  file  many  planning  and  zoning  issues.  Variances,  zoning  and  by-law 
issues  consumed  a lot  of  the  Clerk’s  time  this  past  year. 

The  annual  census  went  out  in  January.  The  Town  sent  out  2,646  census  forms, 
560  second  notices,  for  a final  return  of  82%.  When  your  census  form  is  received,  it  is 
important  that  you  return  the  information  to  the  Town  Clerk’s  office.  This  information  is 
helpful  when  the  town  applies  for  loans,  or  grants. 

This  past  fiscal  year  we  began  using  a new  dog  program  on  the  computer.  The 
system  is  working  fine  and  it  has  been  helpful  in  the  monthly  reporting. 

A reminder  to  registered  voters  when  you  sign  a nomination  paper  or  petitions 
please  do  the  following:  1 . only  sign  if  you  are  a registered  voter.  2.  Sign  your  name  and 
your  residential  address  (no  post  office  boxes  are  allowed).  3.  If  you  have  normally  very 
bad  penmanship,  print  your  name  in  the  same  box  as  the  signature  (if  we  can’t  read  it  - 
we  can’t  verify  it).  Most  important,  4.  Do  not  sign  your  husband’s  or  wife’s  name  or  any 
other  name  other  than  your  own.  If  you  move,  please  inform  the  Town  Clerk’s  office  so 
that  we  will  change  our  records. 

Please  encourage  any  of  your  family  members  who  are  not  registered  voters  to 
register.  Anyone  who  attains  the  age  of  1 8 may  register  or  if  you  are  1 8 by  the  date  of 
the  next  election  you  may  register  (you  still  must  register  20  days  prior  to  the  election  to 
be  eligible.) 

I would  like  to  thank  my  staff  for  their  continued  support.  Assistant  Town  Clerk, 
Kathleen  Green,  has  taken  on  the  monthly  duties  of  the  office.  Reporting  to  state 
agencies,  entering  elections  and  town  meeting  data  into  the  state  wide  computer  system 
are  just  a few  of  the  duties.  Anita  Carlson  is  also  a valuable  member  of  the  staff  Anita 
has  begun  indexing  all  accepted  town  roads  and  streets  on  the  computer.  She  is  also 
indexing  town  meeting  records  on  the  computer.  As  always,  if  you  have  questions 
please  feel  free  to  call  Monday,  Wednesday,  Thursday  - 7:30  a.m.  - 4:00  p.m.  and 
Tuesday  7:30  a.m.  to  7:00  p.m.  (508-886-4104).

September  24,  2001 


Due  to  the  vacancy  in  the  position  of  Moderator  the  Town  Clerk  opened  the 
meeting  at  7:05  p.m.  The  Town  Clerk  explained  the  procedure  for  electing  a Moderator 
for  this  evenings  town  meeting.  The  town  meeting  was  led  in  the  Salute  to  the  Flag  by 
the  Town  Clerk,  which  was  followed  by  a moment  of  silence  for  the  people  who  lost  their 
lives  on  September  1 1 , 2001 . 

Town  Clerk  called  for  nominations  on  the  floor.  Mr.  Briggs  nominated  Robert 
Cox,  nomination  was  seconded.  Mr.  Steiner  nominated  Mr.  Cornacchioli,  nomination 
was  seconded.  There  being  no  other  nominations,  the  Clerk  called  for  a vote  on  those 
elected.  By  a show  of  hands  the  Town  Clerk  declared  Mr.  Cornacchioli,  Moderator  for 
the  Special  Town  Meeting.  There  being  no  opposition,  Mr.  Cornacchioli  was  sworn  in  to 
perform  his  duties  as  Moderator. 

Mr.  Cornacchioli  explained  to  the  town  meeting  body  that  certification  of  Free 
Cash  had  not  been  received.  Therefore  the  Selectmen  are  proposing  to  adjourn  this 
meeting  to  October  10,  2001,  at  the  Naquag  Elementary  School  or  the  Library,  in  hopes 
that  certification  will  have  been  received  by  then.  Articles  3,4,5,6,14  & 16  will  be  acted 
upon  tonight.  A motion  was  made  to  take  the  articles  out  of  sequence.  Motion  was 
seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  3:  Mr.Gengel  moved  the  Town  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Map  for  the 

Town  of  Rutland  by  changing  the  zoning  district  for  the  property  located  in  the  area  on 
the  east  side  of  Route  56  (Pommogussett  Road)  and  identified  as  Map  42,  Block  C, 
Parcel  No.  7 on  the  Town  of  Rutland  Assessor’s  map,  from  a business  zone  to  the 
“Town  Center  Business  District”  zone  which  provides  for  in  subsection  7 Mixed 
Residential/Business  Use:  Residential  dwelling  units,  including  single  or  multi-family 
dwelling  units  and  apartments,  on  upper  floors  of  non-residential  structures,  or  otherwise 
in  combination  with  and  in  the  same  building  as  non-residential  uses,  where  the  subject 
property  is  located  in  the  Town  Center  Business  District,  and  non-residential  use  is 
otherwise  allowed  by  these  by-law.  Motion  was  seconded. 

Michael  Sullivan,  Chairman  of  Planning  Board,  stated  that  the  Planning  Board 
reluctantly  recommends  unfavorably  on  this  article.  Planning  Board  would  like  to  see  a 
more  comprehensive  plan  including  other  parcels  in  the  area.  Feel  this  is  spot  zoning. 

Discussion  continued  on  whose  responsibility  it  was  to  contact  abutters  to  be 
consider  in  a more  comprehensive  plan  - Planning  Board  or  Mr.Gengel.  There  being  no 
further  discussion  the  Moderator  called  for  a vote. 

Ayes  112  Nays  20  Motion  carried.

Unanimously  carried.  (Sign  by-law)

to  expand  coverage  of  Fire  Fighter/Emergency  Medical  Technicians  for  the  Fire 
Department.  Motion  was  seconded.  Patrick  Sarkisian  gave  brief  history  of  how  the  town 
arrived  at  this  point.  Focus  group  was  form  to  look  into  having  continued  coverage  7 
days  a week. 

A power  point  presentation  was  shown  to  the  town  meeting  body,  emphasizing 
the  growth  of  the  town,  increase  calls,  the  need  to  provide  EMT-Paramedic  level  of 
service. 

Finance  Committee  recommended  unfavorable  on  this  article.  The  vote  of  the 
Fincom  was  3 opposing  article  to  2 in  favor.  The  majority  of  the  Fincom  is  not  against 
expanding  the  ambulance  service.  They  feel  this  expansion  should  be  considered  at 
budget  season.  The  Fincom  would  have  a better  picture  of  what  other  departments 
would  be  requesting  and  of  the  monies  available  to  them. 

The  minority  of  the  Fincom  felt  that  Town  meeting  was  told  the  town  would 
consider  this  expansion  in  September  at  the  Annual  Town  meeting.  However,  they 
would  hope  that  if  this  is  voted  tonight,  and  the  town  needs  to  ask  the  voters  for  an 
override  to  fund  the  budget  for  fiscal  2003  they  would  support  the  town  in  the  effort.

and  obstructions  of  signs  that  impede  pedestrian  or  vehicular 
circulation; 

1 .0. 2  to  serve  the  informational  and  orientation  purposes  for  which  signs 

are  intended. 

Motion  was  seconded.  Amendment  passed  Ayes  - 1 14  Nays  53. 

Motion  made  to  move  the  question.  Motion  was  seconded.  Moderator  called  for 
a voice  vote.  Motion  passed  unanimously. 

Town  meeting  body  voted  on  the  amendment  to  the  original  motion. 
Amendment  carried.

The  Treasurer/Collector’s  office  saw  another  busy  year.  The  town  sent  out  6,746 
excise  bills  between  January  1 and  June  30,  2002.  Of  the  6,746  bills,  774  demands  were 
sent,  and  470  bills  were  forwarded  to  our  Deputy  Collector.  When  an  excise  bill  is 
received,  payment  is  due  within  thirty  days.  If  payment  is  not  received  within  thirty  days 
a demand  for  payment  is  sent.  This  bill  has  an  additional  $ 5.00  charge  and  interest 
added  to  the  original  amount.  If  payment  is  not  received  on  the  demand  within  fourteen 
days,  the  bills  are  forwarded  to  the  Deputy  Collector  for  collection.  The  bill  has 
additional  charges  added  to  it  and  interest  accrues. 

Bills  are  sent  to  the  registrant’s  address,  as  that  address  appears  on  the  vehicle’s 
registration  or  as  the  person  has  otherwise  specified  in  writing.  If  the  registrant  fails  to 
receive  the  bill,  he/she  is,  liable  for  its  timely  payment  and  interest  and  fees  will  accrue. 

It  is  important  that  the  registrant  correct  mailing  address  is  on  the  registration.  If  one  has 
P.O.  Box  # for  a mailing  address,  please  use  it.  If  you  change  your  address  during  the 
year  please  notify  the  Collector’s  office,  so  we  can  change  our  records. 

This  fiscal  year  we  began  using  Point  Software  for  the  collection  of  Water/Sewer 
bills.  The  Treasurer/Collector’s  office  was  networked  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  in  order  to  share  information.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  prints  the  bills, 
and  the  Treasurer/Collector’s  office  collects  the  payments.  Payments  are  posted  daily  to 
insure  up  to  date  information  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

My  Assistant,  Dianne  Landquist,  is  an  asset  to  the  office.  Her  continued  drive  to 
perform  her  duties  with  the  utmost  accuracy  and  efficiency  reflects  well  on  the  office  and 
is  greatly  appreciated.  Kathleen  Green  continues  to  handle  our  excise  program.  Her 
efforts  to  resolve  bad  addresses  have  increased  collections  and  decreased  the  number  of 
excise  bills  sent  to  the  Deputy.  Both  employees  are  committed  to  their  job,  and  have  my 
appreciation.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


GENERAL  HIGHWAY 


Roadway  shoulders  along  approximately  32,000  linear  feet  of  various  roads  were  cleaned  of  a 
buildup  of  sand,  dirt  and  leaves.  This  amounted  to  the  removal  of  approximately  2,000  cubic 
yards. 

Bankings  along  several  roads  were  cut  back  removing  approximately  2,700  cubic  yards. 

Along  various  roads,  552  catch  basins  and  128  drop  inlets  were  cleaned  of  accumulated  sand, 
leaves  and  dirt.  Cross  culverts  on  various  roads  were  cleaned  of  sand,  leaves  and  dirt.  Six  new 
catch  basins  were  installed.  Also,  6 catch  basins,  4 drop  inlets,  and  4 drainage  manholes  were 
repaired. 

Traffic  safety  lines  were  painted  along  Maple  Avenue,  Pommogussett  Road,  Pleasantdale  Road, 
Wachusett  Street,  East  County  Road,  and  a section  of  Prescott  Street.  Crosswalks  on  Maple 
Avenue  were  also  painted. 

Along  various  roads,  448  tons  of  crusher  run  was  used  to  repair  washouts. 

Also,  along  various  roads,  93  tons  of  cold  patch  was  used  and  400  tons  of  hot  patch. 

A total  of  107  tons  of  berm  mix  was  used  to  repair/install  berm  on  various  roads. 

A total  of  2,400  tons  of  gravel  was  used  on  various  gravel  roads. 

For  dust  control  on  the  gravel  roads,  1,594  gallons  of  liquid  calcium  chloride  was  spread. 

A total  of  160-feet  of  18-inch  culvert  pipe,  120-feet  of  12-inch  culvert  pipe,  and  40-feet  of  48- 
inch  culvert  pipe  was  replaced  on  various  roads. 

Along  various  roads,  1,160-feet  of  12-inch  perforated  sub-dram  and  1,200-feet  of  6-inch  sub- 
drain was  installed. 

On  Oak  Way,  a Tovm  owned  condemned  building  was  razed,  then  200-cubic  yards  of  fill  was 
hauled  in,  leveled,  and  the  area  seeded. 

With  the  mild  winter,  the  D.P.W.  crew  was  able  to  cut  down  and  remove  180  dead/diseased  trees 
along  various  roads. 
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SNOW  REMOVAL 


During  the  fiscal  year  2002,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  crew  was  sent  out  18  times  for 
snow/ice  removal  operations,  of  which,  1 1 storms  required  plowing. 

There  was  approximately  46-inches  of  snow  this  past  winter. 

This  fiscal  year,  3,951  tons  of  sand,  1,549  tons  of  salt,  and  1,720  gallons  of  liquid  calcium 
chloride  was  purchased. 


PARKS  AND  CEMETERIES 


During  the  growing  season,  all  the  Town’s  approximate  14  acres  of  lawns,  ballfields,  etc.,  and 
approximately  6 acres  of  cemeteries  are  mowed  and  trimmed  at  least  once  a week.  All  of  these 
areas  are  cleaned  up  in  the  spring  then,  limed  and  fertilized. 

Putnam  Park  was  mowed  and  also  additional  brush  was  mowed. 


SEWER 


There  was  four  (4)  sewer  line  blockages  this  year  caused  by  the  careless  disposal  of  paper  items. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  continued  to  work  towards 
reducing  the  amounts  of  inflow  and  infiltration  in  the  Town’s  sewer  lines. 

Sewer  users  are  reminded  that  the  connection  of  sump  pumps  to  the  sewer  system  is  illegal. 

When  this  clean  water  enters  the  system,  it  increases  the  flow,  which  results  in  higher  sewer  bills. 
Homeowner’s  who  have  sump  pumps  connected  to  their  sewer  line  are  encouraged  to  disconnect 
them.  Any  homeowner  needing  assistance  in  this  matter  should  call  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  office. 
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WATER 


All  the  Town’s  water  mains  were  flushed  in  the  spring,  and  all  the  off  road  water  line  easements 
were  mowed. 

There  were  eight  (8)  water  breaks  repaired  this  year. 

In  April,  Radcom  Technologies,  Inc.  of  Woburn,  Massachusetts  came  in  to  complete  a leak 
detection  survey  of  the  entire  distribution  system  and  found  that  the  Town  of  Rutland’s  system  is 
very  tight. 


On  Maple  Avenue,  1 ,600-feet  of  8-inch  AC  water  main  was  replaced  with  8-inch  ductile  iron 
pipe.  This  area  was  prone  to  numerous  water  breaks. 

Water  is  a precious  natural  resource.  Here  are  some  friendly  reminders  on  how  you  can  conserve 
water:  repair  leaky  faucets;  water  plants  with  water  you  usually  pour  down  the  drain;  use  aerators 
with  flow  restrictors  in  all  your  sink  faucets  and  shower  heads;  use  the  dishwisher  and  washing 
machine  for  full  loads  only;  and  do  not  use  running  water  to  thaw  frozen  foods.  For  additional 
information  on  how  to  conserve  water,  you  may  call  the  Department  of  Public  Works  office. 

We  all  share  the  responsibility  for  conserving  water  today,  so  there  will  be  plenty  left  for 
tomorrow.

Annual  Report:  Rutland  Police  Department  (FY02) 


The  construction  of  the  new  Public  Safety  Complex  was  the  focal  point  of  Fiscal  Year 
2002.  The  project  commenced  in  July  2001  with  a formal  groundbreaking  ceremony  and 
construction  lasted  throughout  the  fiscal  year.  The  new  complex  will  consolidate  police, 
fire  and  dispatch  operations  in  a state-of-the-art  facility,  strategically  located  in  the  center 
of  town. 

The  complex  will  provide  all  public  safety  personnel  with  a safer  working  environment 
and  it  is  hopeful  that  the  shared  spaces  and  resources  between  police  and  fire  will  result 
in  significant  savings  to  our  community. 

Although  the  construction  project  required  daily  oversight,  we  were  also  inundated  by  the 
ever-increasing  demands  for  police  services  that  have  accompanied  our  rapid  community 
growth.  While  maintaining  our  complement  of  five  (5)  full  time  and  eight  (8)  part-time 
police  officers,  we  have  seen  our  population  exceed  7,000  and  our  workload  more  than 
double!  The  officers  and  staff  of  the  Rutland  Police  Department  met  all  challenges  and 
provided  town  residents  with  24  hour  a day,  7 days  a week  coverage  despite  our  over 
reliance  on  part-time  personnel  and  out-of-town  back-up. 

Officer  safety  issues  remain  to  be  a major  concern  as  our  officers  continue  to  perform 
their  assigned  duties  with  little  or  no  back-up,  due  to  inadequate  staffing.  We  attempted 
to  acquire  both  federal  grant  funds  and  local  tax  dollars  to  hire  an  additional  officer 
during  FY02,  but  our  efforts  were  unsuccessful.  Federal  funding  for  the  hiring  of  new 
police  officers  was  not  available  to  us  and  we  were  denied  the  opportunity  to  have  a 
funding  article  placed  on  a town  meeting  warrant.  Despite  our  failures  to  resolve  the 
staffing  crisis,  we  remain  hopeful  that  our  conservative  plan  for  departmental  growth  will 
be  implemented  in  the  near  future  in  order  to  allow  us  to  better  serve  our  growing 
community  and  address  officer  safety  issues. 

In  addition  to  new  public  safety  complex,  we  achieved  other  organizational  goals  during 
Fiscal  Year  2002:  The  Policies  & Procedures  Manual  for  the  police  department  was 
reviewed,  revised  and  updated  to  reflect  contemporary  standards  of  professional  police 
service.  We  were  also  successful  in  implementing  an  ongoing  in-house  training  program 
to  supplement  state-mandated  yearly  training  requirements.  Through  our  “Roll  Call 
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Training  Program,”  officers  are  provided  with  up-to-date  infonnation  on  a variety  of 
relevant  topics.  New  laws,  procedures  and  other  pertinent  information  are  disseminated 
in  a written  or  video  format  for  each  officer  to  review  on  an  individual  basis  at  the  start  of 
their  respective  tours  of  duty.  The  subject  matter  and  each  officer’s  acknowledgment  of 
instruction  is  documented  and  preserved  as  a permanent  training  record. 

A significant  equipment  acquisition  was  realized  during  FY02  thanks  to  the  generosity  of 
a town  resident  and  her  commitment  to  the  ideals  of  Mothers  Against  Drunk  Driving 
(MADD).  Mrs.  Helen  Viner  purchased  a specially-designed  flashlight,  equipped  with  an 
alcohol  sensor,  to  improve  our  ability  to  detect  alcohol-impaired  drivers  in  our 
community.  This  expensive  piece  of  equipment  was  graciously  donated  to  our 
department  by  Mrs.  Viner  in  memory  of  her  son,  Brian  K.  Viner,  who  was  tragically  lost 
in  1 994  after  being  struck  by  a drunk  driver. 

Our  department  presented  a variety  of  programs  during  FY02,  including  our  highly 
successful  D.A.R.E.  Program.  The  generosity  of  our  local  supporters  allowed  us  to 
augment  course  instruction  with  a graduation  ceremony  and  student  trips  to  the  Worcester 
IceCats  and  Pawtucket  Red  Sox. 


For  the  fourth  consecutive  year,  we  recognized  the  generosity  of  our  local  supporters  by 
presenting  our  Annual  Dare  to  Care  Award  to  the  top  contributor  to  our  2002  program. 
The  wirmers,  Len  & Cherylann  Gengel  {The  Grand  Slam  Cafe  / C & S Builders,  Inc.), 
demonstrated  their  affection  for  both  the  children  of  Rutland  and  the  game  of  baseball  by 
underwriting  all  costs  associated  with  the  Pawtucket  Red  Sox  outing  to  McCoy  Stadium.

It  should  be  noted  that  we  were  unable  to  provide  our  seniors  with  a luncheon,  as  done  in 
previous  years,  due  to  a new  grant  restriction  that  prohibited  the  expenditure  of  grant 
funds  for  food  and/or  beverages.  We  are  hopeful  of  reinstating  the  Senior  Citizen 
Luncheon  next  year  by  locating  an  alternate  funding  source.  Also,  our  Child  I.D. 

Program  was  conducted  as  a local  “Eagle  Scout  Project.” 

As  a department,  we  endeavored  to  maintain  and  strengthen  our  working  relationships 
with  the  Massachusetts  Criminal  Justice  Training  Council,  the  Massachusetts  State 
Police,  the  Office  of  the  District  Attorney  and  the  police  departments  of  our  contiguous 
communities  for  the  betterment  of  all  in  matters  of  mutual  concern.  We  also  continued  to 
work  closely  with  our  local  schools  and  the  entire  Wachusett  School  District  to  ensure  the 
safety  of  our  children  and  coordination  of  available  resources. 

For  the  fourth  consecutive  year,  the  Rutland  Police  Department  has  met  all  administrative 
deadlines  and  has  operated  on  budget.  We  have  implemented  initiatives  to  prolong  the 
serviceability  of  our  police  cruisers  by  using  them  in  a defined  rotation,  and  have  devised 
a plan  to  reuse  all  serviceable  equipment  and  furniture  from  the  Wood  House  in  our  new 
complex.  Fiscally  responsible  management  will  continue  to  be  a priority  as  we  attempt  to 
fulfill  the  police  mission  while  remaining  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  other  municipal 
departments  and  the  monetary  restraints  of  our  community. 

During  Fiscal  Year  2002,  the  Rutland  Police  Department  received  a First  Place  Traffic 
Safety  Award  from  the  Central  Massachusetts  Chapter  of  the  National  Safety  Council  in 
recognition  of  our  achievement  in  accident  prevention.  We  also  received  a Home  Town 
Heroes  Award  from  Rutland  Cub  Scout  Pack  141  and  an  Appreciation  Award  from  the 
Rutland  Little  League. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  Massachusetts  Chiefs  of  Police  Association,  the  Central 
Massachusetts  Chiefs  of  Police  Association,  and  the  International  Chiefs  of  Police 
Association  provided  support,  guidance  and  exposure  to  contemporary  thought  and 
technology  in  all  facets  of  police  administration.  The  knowledge  and  information  gained 
and  networks  formed  through  our  association  with  these  prestigious  organizations  have 
advanced  the  professionalism  of  this  department  and  has  prepared  us  to  better  serve  our 
community.

The  biggest  excuse  was  that  my  dog  is  a house  dog  and  is  only  out 
to  go  to  the  bathroom.  Please  remember  that  ALL  dogs  six  months  or  older  Must 
be  licensed.  They  must  be  vaecinated  against  Rabies  before  a license  can  be  given 
for  them. 

Also  a reminder  that  it  is  State  law  now  that  all  cats  be  vaceinated  against  Rabies. 
The  State  has  a $50.00  fine  for  any  cat  not  vaccinated. 

As  my  year  as  Animal  Control  Officer  of  the  Year  ends  I want  to  thank  everyone 
who  has  supported  me  and  made  this  year  a wonderful  experience. 

Sweetpea  Friends  of  Rutland  Animals  continues  to  provide  long  term  care  and 
some  of  the  medical  related  to  the  stray  and  abandoned  dogs/cats  and  other 
animals  we  receive. 

As  always  the  normal  related  dog  complaints  keep  growing,  due  to  the  increased 
housing  in  Town.  More  houses  also  means  more  dogs  etc.  One  of  the  biggest 
complaints  has  been  about  loose  dogs.  These  dogs  cause  many  problems  which 
can  result  in  serious  injury  to  people  and  /or  the  dog.  We  have  a Restraining  law 
in  Town  which  requires  dogs  to  be  restrained  at  all  times.  Restraint  is  not  running 
loose  on  Main  St.  or  any  other  Street.  Eight  dogs  were  killed  by  motor  vehicles 
this  year  only  because  they  were  loose.  Fortunately  no  person  was  injured  as  a 
result.  However  the  sad  part  of  this  is  the  loss  of  the  family  pet.  Also  five  of  these 
dogs  were  hit  by  people  who  had  no  concern  about  the  animal  and  just  kept  on 
going  without  reporting  the  incident.  This  is  a motor  vehicle  violation  and  is 
punishable  by  law.  There  were  also  several  cats  that  were  killed  this  way. 

In  a larger  scale  there  were  at  least  6 Deer,  2 Coyotes  and  many  smaller  animals 
that  also  met  their  demise  this  way.  Three  Moose  were  hit  by  cars  and  had  to  be 
destroyed.  One  was  on  Main  Street  near  the  rectory.  Two  were  on  East  County 
Rd.  near  Paddock  Rd.  All  of  the  people  who  hit  these  animals  are  extremely  lucky 
to  escape  serious  personal  injury.  A moose  can  come  through  the  windshield  of 
your  car  and  cause  serious  injury  including  death  of  the  occupants.  There  are 
many  moose  in  this  area  now.  You  should  be  aware  that  during  dark  hours  these 
animals  are  very  hard  to  see  due  to  their  black  color. 

This  year  brought  about  a rescue  of  a Beagle  dog  that  was  trapped  in  a 14  inch 
culvert  in  the  Prison  Camp  area  of  Town.  The  dog  was  trapped  50  feet  in  the 
culvert.  After  32  hours  we  were  able  to  free  the  dog  who  was  loaded  with 
porcupine  quills.  Over  80  quills  were  removed  from  the  dog  while  enroute  to  the 
veterinary  clinic  where  another  75  plus  were  removed  from  his  face.  Officer 
Anjie  Coates  the  Holden/Oakham  animal  control  officer  crawled  into  that  culvert 
2 1 times  attempting  to  free  the  dog.  Dirt  and  animal  excrement  had  to  be  removed 
each  time  a trip  into  the  culvert  was  made.  Finally  the  dog  was  freed.  As  a result 
of  all  this  we  were  on  national  television  several  times.  The  dog  and  his  owners 
along  with  Anjie  were  interviewed  on  the  Today  show  and  several  other  local 
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programs.  My  sincere  thanks  go  to  all  who  helped  in  this  rescue.  Rutland, 
Oakham, and  Barre  fire  departments.  The  Army  Corps  of  Engineers,  All  the 
people  who  came  to  help  and  people  who  brought  coffee, and  other  refreshments. 
To  all  of  you  many,many  thanks.  This  was  a great  show  of  several  communities 
coming  together  to  help. 

Please  remember  to  be  careful  when  driving  out  there  and  watch  out  for  the 
unsuspected  animal  in  the  road,  remember  this  could  be  a child. 

There  were  ten  dog  bites  this  year  that  were  properly  reported.  There  were  four 
others  that  did  not  get  reported  until  much  later  due  to  no  medical  attention 
seeked.  If  your  dog  bites  someone  you  are  required  to  report  it  immediately.  This 
also  applies  to  cats  and  if  the  animal  bites  another  animal. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Including  Emergency  Ambulance  and  Forest  Fire  Warden 

(July  1,  2001  to  June  30,  2002) 

During  this  year  Rutland  reached  a significant  milestone  in  our 
history.  With  a growing  number  of  emergency  calls  placing  a greater 
burden  on  our  on-call  ambulance  personnel,  we  needed  to  review  our 
operation  to  see  if  we  could  improve  our  delivery  of  service.  An 
ambulance  study  group  was  formed  and  spent  a great  deal  of  time 
reviewing;  1)  our  personnel  coverage,  2)  response  times  of  our  emergency 
ambulance,  3)  the  level  of  service  the  Town  should  have,  and  4)  future 
needs  as  Rutland  grows.  The  group’s  findings  were  completed  for  the 
May  Annual  Town  Meeting,  but  were  presented  at  a Special  Town 
Meeting  in  September,  2001  as  requested  by  the  Select  Board.  The 
conclusions  were;  1)  that  on-call  personnel  are  overwhelmed  by  the  level 
of  activity  now  taking  place  in  Rutland,  2)  that  we  need  to  start  covering 
the  work  day  with  full-time  personnel,  and  3)  that  full-time  personnel 
must  increase  over  a period  of  time  to  attain  24  hour,  full-time  coverage. 
Also  the  Town  should  work  toward  raising  the  ambulance  service  to  a 
Paramedic  level  at  a future  date.  The  funding  request  was  approved  by  a 
near  unanimous  vote  to  start  with  3 full-time  personnel  as  we  move 
toward  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2002  and  into  fiscal  year  2003.  The  voters 
were  clear  in  what  direction  they  want  the  Town  to  move  in.  As  this  fiscal 
year  closes,  we  have  our  first  two  full  timers  working  and  hopefully  will 
have  the  third  one  started  soon.  We  are  grateful  for  the  support  of  the 
voters  on  this  funding  request.  We  are  also  very  appreciative  of  the 
continued  work  by  our  on-call  personnel,  who  staff  the  ambulance  when 
they  are  able  to  do  so.  We  will  continue  to  need  their  services  into  the 
foreseeable  future. 

After  gaining  support  for  additional  funding  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  May,  the  Public  Safety  Building  construction  project  started 
in  July.  The  contractor  projected  an  1 1 month  work  schedule  and  work 
moved  along  very  well.  This  is  a complex  project  with  specialized  work 
areas  and  an  abundant  amount  of  electronic  equipment.  The  project  has 
required  close  coordination  and  oversight  to  the  end  results.  As  we  come 
to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  we  are  not  quite  finished  yet,  but  hope  to 
have  the  final  items  completed  soon.  We  look  forward  to  moving  dispatch 
into  their  new  space  within  the  next  month  and  the  remaining  offices 
shortly  thereafter.  We  thank  the  voters  for  approving  our  plans  to  provide 
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this  valuable  asset  for  the  Town.  It  is  an  attractive  building  with  a very 
functional  layout  that  will  improve  the  ability  of  our  personnel  to 
accomplish  the  work  they  need  to  do. 

The  tragic  events  of  September  11,  2001  have  affected  us  all.  They 
have  clearly  changed  our  approach  to  some  of  our  response  operations. 
They  have  also  created  many  more  concerns  and  reasons  for  the  general 
public  to  request  service.  We  have  mourned  the  loss  of  all  that  day  and 
we  will  not  forget  the  valiant  work  done  by  the  emergency  service 
workers.  ‘Homeland  security’  is  a phrase  we  will  hear  more  of  and  read 
more  of.  Preparations  to  protect  our  citizens  from  weapons  of  mass 
destruction  and  terrorism  threats  have  added  to  the  areas  we  need  to 
train  in.  We  will  try  to  be  sure  we  have  the  basic  knowledge  to  handle 
these  types  of  events  should  they  arise. 

As  Rutland  continues  to  grow  at  a rapid  pace,  the  number  of 
emergency  responses  and  calls  for  service  increases.  New  sub-divisions 
and  numerous  new  roads  are  being  constructed  in  all  areas  of  Town.  We 
continually  review  our  personnel  resources  to  tiy  and  meet  these 
increased  demands.  With  annual  budget  appropriations  and  using  our 
capital  plan  as  a guide,  we  tiy  to  keep  our  apparatus  and  equipment  up- 
dated to  meet  the  changing  needs  of  our  town  and  the  emergency 
responses  we  are  challenged  with.  From  time  to  time  we  explore 
regionalizing  services  with  other  Towns  to  see  if  we  can  provide  better 
service  at  possibly  a lower  cost.  There  are  ongoing  projects  during  the 
year.  We  sincerely  appreciate  the  support  of  the  voters  for  our  budget 
requests  and  other  appropriations  for  specialized  equipment.  These 
equipment  purchases  are  always  a tremendous  asset  in  accomplishing 
our  tasks  safely. 

Our  emergency  responses  and  operational  procedures  are  handled 
through  our  department  officers.  Under  the  Fire  Chief  the  following 
officers  operate  the  Fire  Department:  Deputies  - David  W.  Root,  Darren 
M.  Ross;  Captains  - Kevin  R.  McCarthy,  Jeffery  K.  Lowe;  Lieutenants  - 
Wayne  R.  Jordan,  Mark  A.  Briand,  and  Neil  G.  Viner.  Our  Emergency 
Ambulance  personnel  continue  to  make  sure  we  get  the  job  done.  While 
we  are  fortunate  to  have  some  full-time  positions,  the  bulk  of  our 
department  is  on-call.  We  continue  to  work  on  various  goals  and 
objectives  for  the  department  to  better  serve  our  citizens.  Work  continues 
on  fire  fighter  training,  fire  safety  education,  department  structure, 
operational  service  delivery,  fire  fighting  equipment  and  updating  our 
long  range,  capital  needs  plans.  We  always  encourage  new  people  to 
become  fire  fighters  and/or  ambulance  EMTs.  The  work  is  rewarding  in 
helping  your  neighbor  and  you  will  be  filling  a vital  role  within  the 
community.  If  you  are  interested  in  helping,  please  stop  by  and  see  us.

Our  fire  training  programs  are  always  very  active.  In-house 
training  sessions  are  conducted  generally  on  Monday  nights.  During  the 
year  we  have  provided  training  in  search  and  rescue,  forcible  entry, 
ventilation,  live  fires  and  all  related  fire  fighting  procedures,  apparatus 
operation  personnel  protection,  first  aid,  CPR,  personal  health  and 
administrative  procedures.  We  also  train  with  our  surrounding  mutual- 
aid  towns  to  better  coordinate  operations  for  major  incidents.  We  take 
advantage  of  training  sessions  provided  by  the  Massachusetts  Fire 
Fighting  Academy.  Some  of  our  fire  fighters  attended  the  National  Fire 
Academy  in  Emmitsburg,  Maryland.  We  appreciate  them  taking  their 
own  time  to  sharpen  their  skills.  Our  emergency  medical  training 
program  continues  throughout  the  year.  All  of  our  EMTs  are  on 
continuing  education  units  re-certification  schedules.  This  has  our 
people  taking  classes  and  practical  sessions  here  in  Rutland,  as  well  as 
other  locations  in  the  State  and  in  some  cases  out  of  state.  We  appreciate 
the  commitment  of  these  people. 

Our  S.A.F.E.  (Student  Awareness  of  Fire  Education)  program  helps 
us  to  continue  working  to  provide  fire  safety  education  to  our  children. 
Education  of  our  youth  is  our  best  protection  against  fire  and  other 
emergencies.  Our  firefighter/ EMTs  do  a wonderful  job  of  working  with 
the  students  of  all  grades  to  deliver  these  important  messages.  We  have 
also  provided  educational  programs  to  our  older  citizens  through  many 
training  forums.  Grant  funds  from  the  State  help  us  with  some  of  the 
costs  of  these  programs. 

Additional  services  have  been  requested  this  past  year  and  are 
reflected  in  the  increased  response  numbers.  The  amount  and  complexity 
of  the  department’s  responsibilities  continues  to  increase,  and  while  our 
main  focus  is  to  be  prepared  to  meet  emergency  challenges,  we  also 
provide  fire  prevention  inspections,  public  safety  education,  safety  code 
regulation  enforcement  and  other  public  service  activities.

Multiple  inspections  of  new  buildings  and  other  structures  under 
construction  were  conducted  throughout  the  year.  Permit  and  inspection 
fees  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  totaled  $ 4,680.00. 

Receipts  from  ambulance  services  billing  totaled  $ 63,281.90. 

Fighting  forest,  brush,  and  grass  fires  is  another  responsibility  of 
the  department  throughout  the  year.  The  majority  of  these  type  of  calls 
tend  to  occur  in  the  spring  season.  We  work  closely  with  the  District  Fire 
Warden,  State  Bureau  of  Forest  Fire  Control,  District  #8.  The  fire 
department  officers  are  appointed  as  Deputy  Forest  Wardens.  The 
following  activity  occurred  from  July  1,  20001  through  June  30,  2002. 

• 12  brush,  grass  or  forest  fires 

• 4 Mutual-Aid  requests  to  brush  fires 

• 631  open  air  burning  permits  issued 

The  open  air  burning  program  continues  to  be  used  by  many 
townspeople.  The  basic  guidelines  are  the  same,  ' --  the  burning  of  brush 
and  forest  debris  only',  ‘ — no  grass,  no  leaves,  no  other  materials'. 

The  time  period  remains  from  January  15*  through  May  1®^ 
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The  Rutland  Volunteer  Fire  Brigade,  Inc.  has,  for  a long  time,  been 
a part  of  the  fabric  of  life  in  Rutland.  They  continue  to  support  fire 
department  as  well  as  many  community  events  and  programs  that  add  to 
the  quality  of  life  here.  We  want  to  thank  the  Fire  Brigade  for  their 
continued  support  of  the  fire  department  with  the  purchases  of  fire 
fighting  equipment,  training  equipment,  support  for  open  houses  and 
community  events,  and  the  continued  purchases  of  refreshments  at 
major  fires  and  other  incidents  for  us. 

We  truly  appreciate  the  work  done  by  the  people  who  make  this 
department  function.  They  respond  to  emergency  calls  at  any  given 
moment  leaving  work,  family,  meals  and/or  sleep  to  help  someone  in 
need.  We  also  have  to  thank  their  families  for  the  support  and 
understanding  they  give.  Thank  you,  again,  residents  and  taxpayers,  for 
supporting  our  efforts.

Annual  Report  FY  2002 
(July  1,2001  - June  30,  2002) 


The  Rutland  Communications  Center  operates  24  hours  a day,  365  days  a year,  handling  all  9-1-1 
and  other  emergency  calls,  business  calls  and  dispatch  functions  for  police,  fire,  emergency  medical 
services  as  well  as  animal  control,  for  the  communities  of  Rutland  and  Oakham.  The  demands  on  the 
Communications  Center  have  increased  dramatically  over  the  past  few  years  as  a direct  result  of  the  still 
ongoing  increases  in  population  in  both  communities. 

It  has  been  a very  long  year  for  all  public  safety  departments  all  over  the  country.  After 
September  1 1*'’,  we  may  never  think  the  same  way  about  what  it  means  to  feel  safe.  We  would  like  to  think 
that  something  that  large  could  never  happen  here  in  our  small  town  of  Rutland.  All  public  safety 
departments  have  started  implementing  specialized  training  of  personnel  to  be  prepared  to  handle  a situation 
should  it  arise. 

Operational  needs  of  the  center  have  changed  dramatically  over  the  past  10  years.  We  have 
outgrown  our  current  office  space  and  look  forward  to  the  completion  of  the  new  Public  Safety  Complex. 
The  new  facility  will  help  to  streamline  our  public  safety  operations.  There  will  be  more  than  one 
workstation  and  a dispatch  office,  allowing  for  two  or  more  dispatchers  to  work  at  the  same  time.  The  new 
facility  will  also  enable  us  to  upgrade  some  antiquated  equipment  now  in  use. 

Technological  advances  have  changed  the  nature  of  the  job  we  do.  Dispatchers  are  trained  in  all 
aspects  of  emergency  service  protocol  as  well  as  in  the  use  of  public  safety  software.  In  addition,  all 
dispatchers  are  certified  E9-1-1  and  LEAPS  operators.  However,  training  is  only  a supplement  to 
experience  achieved  while  performing  the  Job.  The  combined  experience  of  the  three  full  time  dispatchers 
is  a total  of  29  years,  and  the  combined  total  of  part  time  personnel  experience  is  another  37  years.  This 
experience  and  training  combination  is  invaluable  to  the  Communications  Center. 

In  addition  to  facility  needs,  we  soon  will  be  in  need  of  additional  personnel  in  order  to  adequately 
handle  the  increased  volume  of  service.  We  are  on  the  edge  of  needing  more  than  one  person  on  the  desk  at 
certain  peak  times  of  day,  as  well  as  additional  full  time  personnel.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  more 
difficult  to  run  a 24-hour/365  day  department  utilizing  part  time  rather  than  full  time  personnel. 

We  must  continue  to  stress  that  9-1-1  is  for  EMERGENCY  CALLS  ONLY.  All  other  business 
calls  should  be  made  on  non-emergency  lines.  When  calling  9-1-1  with  an  emergency,  the  dispatchers  are 
required  to  verify  the  information  they  receive  on  the  screen.  When  calling  9-1-1  be  prepared  to  give  the 
dispatcher  any  and  all  pertinent  information.  This  is  important  because  the  wrong  information  could  result 
in  a delayed  response  of  emergency  persormel.  A database  is  only  useful  when  it  is  correct.  Enhanced  9-1- 
1 also  provides  a screen  indicator  for  a disability.  If  someone  in  your  household  has  a disability,  you  can 
obtain  a disability  indicator  form  from  the  9-1-1  coordinator,  and  the  confidential  information  will  be 
relayed  to  responding  units. 

To  help  responding  emergency  personnel  locate  you  as  quickly  as  possible,  you  are  required  to 
clearly  mark  your  dwellings  with  six  inch,  or  larger,  black  numbers.  If  your  dwelling  is  located  away  from 
the  road,  out  of  sight,  you  must  also  display  your  dwelling  number  on  your  mailbox  or  other  permanent 
fixture  at  the  street  entrance.  Valuable  time  is  lost  if  emergency  personnel  cannot  locate  your  house.  We 
also  urge  all  residents  to  complete  the  Town  Census  information,  as  this  information  provides  us  with  an 
important  reference  tool  in  emergencies. 

We  will  continue  to  make  every  effort  to  provide  courteous,  efficient  and  professional  service  to 
all  with  whom  we  come  in  contact.  It  is  through  direct  lines  of  communication  that  we  are  able  to  enhance 
the  public  safety  operations  in  the  communities  that  we  serve.  We  look  forward  to  serving  the  residents  of 
Rutland  and  Oakham  for  years  to  come.

New  offerings  for  Rutland  Seniors  this  past  year  included  an  educational  program 
about  Alzheimer’s  Disease  presented  by  Anna  Maria  college  nursing  students;  a program 
on  fraud  presented  by  the  Worcester  District  Attorney’s  office;  and  the  DASH  (Dietary 
Approach  to  Stop  Hypertention)  program  offered  by  Fallon  Clinic. 

Collaboration  with  other  local  organizations  has  increased  access  to  needed 
services  for  seniors  such  as  snow  shoveling  provided  by  local  Boy  Scout  Troops,  leaf 
raking  provided  by  the  WRHS  Volley  Ball  team  and  regular  volunteer  involvement  from  a 
WRHS  student  intern  who  helped  deliver  meals  to  homebound  seniors  and  assisted  with 
other  COA  activities.  COA  staff  Dale  Hayden,  Outreach  Worker  and  Virginia 
Lamoreaux,  Coordinator  also  continue  to  meet  regularly  with  Town  public  safety 
personnel,  clergy  and  library  staff  for  ongoing  senior  needs  assessment  and  service 
coordination. 

The  Friends  of  the  COA  generously  provided  a new  electronic  keyboard  and 
karaoke/sound  system  now  in  use  at  the  Glenwood  Road  Community  Center/Meal  Site. 
Also  installed  recently  at  the  Community  Center  was  a horseshoe  pit,  with  materials  and 
labor  generously  donated  by  local  individuals  and  businesses. 

A weekly  scrapbooking  program  was  initiated  earlier  this  year  and  has  been 
enjoyed  by  a number  of  seniors  on  a regular  basis,  as  are  other  regular  meetings  of  the 
walking  club,  bowling  group  and  aerobics  classes. 

Popular  annual  events  continue  and  include  the  Sunflower  Festival/Cookout;  the 
flu  clinic  provided  by  St.  Vincent’s  Hospital;  hosting  of  the  fuel  Assistance  program 
sign-up;  and  the  A ARP  tax  assistance  program.  Seniors  again  enjoyed  the  Wachusett 
Rotary  Club  Luncheon;  a senior  breakfast  served  by  Central  Tree  Middle  School  students 
and  birthday  greeting  cards  hand-crafted  also  by  middle  schoolers. 

The  annual  volunteer  recognition  program  featured  storyteller  Davis  Bates  and 
Rutalnd  seniors  exhibited  their  artistic  creations  at  the  Rutland  Public  Library. 

The  Age  Center  of  Worcester  continues  to  run  the  mealsite  program  at  the 
Community  Center  and  low  cost  transportation  to  medical  appointments  and  a monthly 
shopping  trip  remain  available  through  SCM  Elderbus. 

Donald  (Soupy)  Campbell  joined  the  COA  in  December,  2001 . Resigning  from 
the  COA  Board  over  the  past  year  after  many  generous  years  of  volunteer  service  were 
Pauline  Nylen,  Ceil  Tod  and  Bruce  Bemdt.  We  would  like  to  extend  a special  thanks  to 
Dorrie  Hutchins,  who  donated  many  hours  over  the  past  year  to  assist  with  COA  data 
entry.  They,  like  numerous  other  volunteers  have  helped  build  the  ever  expanding  scope 
of  services  and  programs  available  to  Rutland  Seniors.  The  COA  extends  a sincere  thank 
you  to  all  our  volunteers  and  past  Board  members.

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EXPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  met  regularly  on  every  other  Monday  of  each  month. 

Karin  M.  H.  Leonard  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board,  with  Scott 
Gilroy  as  Vice-Chairman  and  Nathan  Locke  as  Clerk.  The  Board 
employed  Randy  Mizereck  as  an  agent  to  monitor  perc  tests  and  to 
perform  other  inspections.  Randy  was  present  for  74  perc  tests 
and  191  inspections  during  the  year.  The  Board  also  employed 
Randy  Mizereck  to  review  septic  system  designs.  VNA  Care 
Network,  Inc.  was  employed  for  nursing  services  for  the  elderly 
and  needy. 

The  Board  has  investigated  various  health  code  violations  and 
overseen  well  and  septic  system  installations,  repairs,  and 
improvements.  There  are  areas  of  special  concern  within  the  town 
that  consume  much  of  the  Board’s  time  and  energy  throughout  the 
year.  The  Board  participated  in  Earthday  and  the  Household 
Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  the  past  8 years  and  plans  to  do 
the  same  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Board  monitored  the  town’s  contracts  for  waste  removal  with 
haulers  and  with  Wheelabrator  in  order  to  maintain  the  proper 
level  of  removal  to  protect  the  town’s  rate. 

We  are  in  the  initial  set  up  phase  of  the  Community  Septic 
Management  Program  and  expect  the  program  to  be  running  during 
this  fiscal  year. 

The  Board  consulted  with  the  State  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  on  issues  of  special  concern  and  regarding  variances 
to  the  State  and  Town  regulations. 

During  the  fiscal  year  2002  the  Town  Treasurer  received  the  sum 
of  $38,852.13  collected  from  various  fees  charged  by  the  Board  of 
Health.  The  Board’s  budget  paid  $260.30  for  nursing,  physical 
therapy  and  home  health  visits  thru  visiting  nurse  program  (VNA) . 
Richard  Clark  remains  as  Animal  Inspector /Control  Officer.

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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 

Your  Conservation  Commission  continues  in  its  duty  to  protect  the  Town’s  water 
resources  through  the  administration  of  the  Commonwealth’s  Wetlands  Protection  Act. 

In  addition,  the  Commission  is  responsible  for  the  Town’s  Earth  Removal  Bylaw. 

Under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  the  Commission  is  charged  with  protecting  wetland 
resources  in  Rutland,  which  involves  review  of  any  work  within  100  feet  of  a resource 
area,  or  within  200  feet  of  a stream.  During  this  year,  the  Commission  reviewed  1 6 
Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicability  and  issued  21  Orders  of  Conditions.  As 
Earth  Removal  Board,  the  Commission  extended  the  permit  for  another  year  on  one 
site  in  Rutland.  In  addition  to  issuing  decisions  on  new  applications,  the  Commission 
continually  monitors  all  ongoing  construction  projects  within  wetland  buffer  zones. 

The  Commission  continues  developing  and  writing  a Wetlands  Protection  Bylaw,  and 
revising  the  existing  Earth  Removal  Bylaw.  The  Commission  also  neared  completion 
of  the  second  5-year  Open  Space  Plan.  This  Plan  provides  a basis  for  the  Town  in 
obtaining  State  grants  for  open  space  and  recreational  uses. 

The  Commission  lost  the  valued  membership  of  B.  Diann  Lehman  who,  however, 
continues  maintaining  the  RCC  web  site  on  the  internet  for  disseminating  information 
and  permits  to  residents.  The  Commission  maintains  a computerized  database  of  all 
its  case  work,  both  past  and  present. 

In  its  ongoing  effort  to  stay  abreast  of  current  procedures  for  Commissions,  this  year  two 
members  of  your  Commission  completed  an  eight-unit  course  on  Fundamentals  for 
Conservation  Commissions,  a comprehensive  certificate  course  of  the  MACC  training 
program.  They  will  be  entering  the  Advanced  Certification  course  next  year. 

The  Commission  looks  forward  to  the  continued  support  of  the  citizens  of  Rutland  in 
protecting  the  Town’s  environment.

While  I will  see  anyone  without  an  appointment,  I recommend  that  you  call 
for  an  appointment  as  this  will  allow  me  the  time  to  research  and  prepare  whatever 
paperwork  that  may  be  required,  also  most  questions  can  be  handled  over  the  telephone. 
If  you  cannot  come  to  the  office  due  to  sickness  or  any  other  valid  reason,  I will  visit  you 
at  your  home  or  any  other  location  convenient  for  you.  I can  be  reached  at  the  office  at 
508-885-7508.  Do  not  hesitate  to  leave  a message  as  I check  my  telephone  messages 
several  times  daily,  also  early  evenings.  I also  accept  telephone  calls  at  my  home  at 
508-885-2913. 

It  is  very  important  that  all  Veterans  register  with  this  office  so  as  to  make  certain 
that  complete  records  are  on  file.  The  purpose  of  having  copies  of  these  records,  which 
are  treated  in  the  most  confidential  manner,  is  to  assist  you  or  your  family  in  obtaining 
benefits.  As  an  absolute  minimum,  we  should  have  a copy  of  your  discharge  and  service 
record.  This  would  enable  us  to  secure  the  additional  records  required  to  assist  you  in 
obtaining  benefits. 

This  office  is  operated  under  Mass.  General  Laws,  Chapter  115,  and  its  purpose  is 
to  aid  and  assist  qualified  veterans  and  their  families  in  obtaining  benefits  due  them  in 
their  time  of  need. 

It  is  the  fimction  of  this  office  to  assist  and  direct  the  veteran  in  obtaining  benefits 
that  he/she  may  qualify  for  such  as:  Social  Security,  Welfare  Department,  Mass.  Rehab 
and  Vocational  Training,  VA  Pensions,  VA  Hospital,  Outpatient  Clinic,  Medical  Home 
Care  Unit,  Pharmacy,  Burial  Benefits  and  Markers,  etc. 

All  financial  benefits  dispersed  by  this  department  are  authorized  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Veterans  Services  and  are  75%  reimbursable  by  the  State,  except 
training  and  certification  - which  is  100%  reimbursable.  As  of  November,  1998  - all 
Veterans  Agents  must  be  certified.

Bay  Path  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  graduated  a class  of  189  students  in 
June  of  2002,  and  accepted  a class  of  286  Freshmen  in  September  of  2002.  Our  current  enrollment 
has  reached  1,015  students. 

Of  the  5 Rutland  Seniors  who  graduated,  4 are  now  gainfully  employed  in  occupations 
related  to  their  training  and  one  is  now  attending  College.  Currently,  34  students  from  Rutland  are 
enrolled  in  one  of  our  22  vocational  areas. 

Eleven  Rutland  students  are  receiving  extra  services  from  our  Special  Education 
Department. 

The  school  continues  to  attract  a large  number  of  tuition  students  from  out  of  district  towns. 
Townspeople  should  realize  that  those  towns,  which  do  not  belong  to  the  District,  pay  $10,500  in 
tuition  to  the  District  for  each  student.  Those  towns,  also,  pay  all  transportation  costs.  This 
compares  favorably  with  the  Town  of  Rutland's  cost,  for  the  2002-2003  school  year  of  $4,486  per 
student,  including  transportation.  The  acceptance  of  out  of  district  students  to  fill  available 
vocational  space  allows  us  to  lower  the  assessments  of  member  towns. 

Whenever  possible,  we  have  continued  our  practice  of  utilizing  our  occupational  programs 
to  complete  projects  for  our  towns.  This  year  we  completed  over  21  projects  for  the  Town  of 
Rutland  and  its  residents.  We  will  continue  this  type  of  work  whenever  possible,  keeping  in  mind 
that  the  projects  must  be  of  educational  value  for  our  students. 

Our  Evening  Program  continues  to  serve  the  adult  needs  of  our  District.  Our  Spring  and 
Fall  programs  had  an  enrollment  of  2,700,  in  programs  ranging  from  Career  & Licensing; 

Computer  Technology;  Health  & Fitness;  Language  & Art;  Hobbies  & Crafts;  Business  & Finance; 
and  Sports  & Leisure. 
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We  are  taking  advantage  of  every  opportunity  to  seek  State  and  Federal  grants  to  help  us 
lower  our  costs  to  the  District  Towns.  In  the  2002-2003  school  year,  we  are  receiving  $700,000  in 
various  Federal  and  State  grants.  As  usual.  State  and  Federal  money  is  received  with  stringent 
requirements  and  reporting  responsibilities. 

The  Rutland  Public  School  System  continues  to  provide  excellent  cooperation  for  our 
recruiting  program  and  we  are  thankful  for  their  efforts.  I believe  that  they  share  our  feeling  that  all 
students  must  be  given  the  right,  the  information,  and  the  opportunity  to  make  an  informed  school 
choice. 

We,  at  Bay  Path,  will  continue  to  serve  Rutland  with  the  finest  vocational  education 
program  available  for  high  school  students  and  adults,  and  will,  when  at  all  possible,  use  our  skills 
and  facilities  to  further  town  projects  as  they  add  to  our  students'  education.
